railroad unions which comprise more 
than two thirds of tho 2,500,000 or- 
ganized railroad workois, was indicat- 
ed today, with tho prospect of a gen- 
oral railroad strike without a central 
head and two separate sets of de- 
mands, 


The A F of L groups demand be- 


fore calling out their men,

clad agreement from the brotherhoods 
specifying a basis of settlement if the 
strike Is won, and giving assurance 
that no ono group will make separate 
settlement. 


Tho consensus among the leaders is 


that no altoi native is left the A. F. of 
L. crafts but to join the strike. The

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A World Without Advertising 


rpHEORISTS profess to believe—and make at least a plausible 


i •*• case—that in a world of free and unrestricted production, 
advertising as we now know it would be unnecessary. They hold 
that if the producer received the full value of his product the 
consuming power of the people would be so enormously in- 
creased that there would be no need of advertising the merits 
of particular commodities, because every productive agency 
would be taxed to its utmost capacity to fill the normal demand 
for goods. 


This is a seductive theory and in an ideal industrial and 


economic state of affairs might perhaps prove itself. 
But as 


this state is so far removed from the practical realities of life, it 
is safe to assume that advertising as we now know it will not 
diminish in volume and artistic portrayal in the future, but for 
an indefinite time move on to new levels now uncomprehended. 


The case for advertising, on the other hand, is frequently 


and ably stated. Notably is this true of a recent letter of Wil- 
liam H. Rankin, president of one of the largest advertising 
agencies in the world. Mr. Rankin states the case for advertis- 
ing briefly, yet with unusual force. It contains ideas which are 
bound to appeal to the busy manufacturer and retailer who have 
no time to spend, or at least spends none, on theorizing about 
remote conditions and possibilities. 


Mr. Rankin says "To realize the value of advertising—•just 
imagine a world without it. 


"There would be no standard of value. 
Petty cunning 


would have the strangle hold on honest purpose. 


"Sliding prices and special discounts would lure the buyer 


into thinking he had bot a bargain, when he had paid too much 


"The "Get All You Can" dealer with his policy of Caveat 


Emptor (let the buyer beware) might predominate over the one- 
price dealer whose policy is the square deal to all. 


"No buyer would know what was the right price—or the 
fair value. 


"Prices on the same article in different localities would vary 


100, 200 and 300 percent, depending upon what the traffic 
could bear in each locality. 


"Every purchase would be an old-fashioned horse trade, 


with the advantage on the side of the rapacious and avaricious. 


"The buyer and seller would be antagonists. 
Distrust and 
suspicion would replace confidence. 


"The seller would not have the advantage of building up 


business by selling brands of established value at the one fair 
grice. Nor would the buyer have the protection which such 
rands offer. 


"There would be no uniformity of quality or value. There 


would be hundreds of brands where one exists now. This would 
mean higher production cost, higher selling cost, and difficulty 
of choice on the part of buyers. 


"And 'the get all you can' attitude of the 'sliding price* 


dealer and the suspicions bom of uncertainty on the part of the 
buyer would result in a haggling, bargaining method of buying 
and selling that wastes the most precious thing in the world 
time. 


"Purchases that now take a moment or so would take hours. 
"No, the complex civilization of today is geared right into 


advertising. Economic necessity demands it. It changes un- 
certainty to certainty—chaos to system, and under the daylight 
of truth furnishes the most economic system of distribution that 
has ever been devised. 


"The very people who short-sightedly call advertising un- 


necessary—the cracker-box philosophers who say that advertis- 
ing cost is added to the pi-ice of the merchandise—are benefit- 
ing from advertising in every purchase made. 


_"They are saving time—they are saving money, because ad- 


vertising has stabilized values everywhere and lowered prices 
Advertising protects them some Avay every clay. 


"Advertising is not only a protection to the bujrer—not only 


a reducer of prices and an increaser of valucs'to the public, but 
it is of the greatest educational value. 


"In ten years advertising induced more people to care for 
their teeth and use safe dental cream than the advice of the 
dentists for over half a century. 


"Advertising has given the country boy the styles of the 


city. It has put city conveniences into country homes. It has in- 
creased the standards of living everywhere, not only by point-
